Readers  of  this  release  are  cautioned  that  it 
reports  sales  commitments  outstanding  as  of 
the  date  indicated,  all  of  which  are  subject  to 
modification,  deferral  or  cancellation  by  mutual 
agreement  of  the  parties.  It  is  unlikely  that  all 
reported  quantities  will  be  exported.  Our  experi¬ 
ence  with  this  monitoring  system  suggests  that 
sales  are  apt  to  exceed  exports,  sometimes  by 
substantial  amounts,  during  periods  when  sup¬ 
plies  are  in  balance  with  expected  demand. 
Actual  shipments  to  date  may  provide  a  more 
reliable  measure  of  current  export  activity.  A 
meaningful  export  projection  is  not  obtainable 
by  the  simple  device  of  adding  outstanding 
sales  commitments  to  exports  to  date. 
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EXPORT  SALES  REPORT 


Comments  on  release  of  July  3,  1975  (based  on  reports  from  exporters 
during  the  week  ending  June  22,  unless  otherwise  noted): 

Wheat :  The  apparent  export  commitment  (cumulative  exports  plus  outstanding 
sales)  for  197^/75  declined  by  181,000  metric  tons  (MT).  Increased  commit¬ 
ments  to  Iran,  Morocco,  and  Venezuela  of  31,700  MT,  28,700  MT,  and  35,500  MT, 
respectively,  did  not  offset  the  decline  of  275,000  MT  in  Turkey's  commit¬ 
ments  as  a  result  of  defaults  on  contracts  signed  last  fall.  The  matter  has 
been  taken  to  arbitration  for  determination  of  default  and  damages. 

Outstanding  sales  commitments  for  1975/76  increased  by  209,000  MT  with  commit¬ 
ments  to  Brazil,  Venezuela,  Japan  and  the  European  Community  (EC)  increasing 
by  f4,500  MT,  50,900  MT,  67,300  MT  and  86,500  MT,  respectively.  Turkey's 
commitments  decreased  by  110,000  MT. 

Feedgrains :  Tne  apparent  export  commitment  for  1974/75  decreased  by  5,100  MT 
with  increased  commitments  to  Portugal  (20,4-00  MT) ,  Korea  (20,300  MT)  Egypt 
(33,600  MT),  and  Mexico  (26,600  MT)  accounting  for  the  major  changes.  Total 
corn  commitments  decreased  by  13,000  MT  while  commitments  for  grain  sorghum 
increased  by  10,300  MT. 

Rice :  The  apparent  export  commitment  decreased  by  8,200  MT  with  a  drop  of 
12,000  MT  in  the  commitment  to  Iran  being  the  only  major  reduction. 

Soybeans :  The  apparent  export  commitment  for  197^/75  increased  by  o, 000  MT, 
the  second  consecutive  weekly  increase.  Export  commitments  to  Denmark, 
Netherlands,  France,  Taiwan  and  Venezuela  increased,  while  commitments  to 
Belgium,  Spain,  Japan,  and  unknown  destinations  fell.  Japan,  the  largest 
single  market  for  U.S.  soybeans,  is  encouraging  soybean  production  in  Brazil 
through  Marubeni  Corporation  and  the  Overseas  Economic  Cooperation  Fund. 

Soybean  Meal:  The  apparent  export  commitment  for  197^/75  increased  by  nearly 
6,000  MT.  Country  changes  were  insignificant.  East  Germany  is  importing  less 
soybean  meal,  both  from  West  Germany  and  the  United  States,  than  had  been 
anticipated.  Yugoslavia,  another  important  soybean  meal  market,  imposed  a 
special  licensing  scheme  on  June  21  applicable  through  December  31,  1975, 
which  is  likely  to  further  restrict  imports  already  at  their  lowest  level  in 
recent  years.  Bureau  of  the  Census  reported  that  exports  in  May  totaled 
199,000  MT,  about  as  expected,  and  the  lowest  since  September  1973.  Exports 
for  the  June  1-June  22  period  already  total  199,000  MT,  indicating  the  total 
for  June  may  exceed  250,000  MT. 

Soybean  Oil:  The  apparent  export  commitment  decreased  by  nearly  2,000  MT. 
Exports  increased  to  10,600  MT  including  the  following  country  totals: 

Mexico  3,800  MT;  Israel,  1,600  MT;  Australia,  200  MT;  Canada,  400  MT; 

Colombia,  3,600  MT;  and  Chile,  1,000  MT. 

Cotton:  Exports  during  the  week  of  68,000  running  bales  (RB)  were  on  target 

to  reach  the  USDA  estimate  of  3.7  million  RB  for  197^/75-  The  apparent  export 
commitment  increased  by  7,000  RB  with  both  new  sales  and  cancellations  at  a 
low  level.  Sales  for  1975/76  shipment  increased  by  8,000  RB.
